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Lorry driver jailed 
after death crash

A HUNGARIAN lorry driver has 
been jailed after driving on the 
wrong side of the road, killing a mo- 
torcylist. 

Istvan Becsei, 57, drove his HGV 
on the wrong side of the road for 
almost 700 metres when he had the 
head-on crash on a blind bend in 
Ely Road, Littleport on June 3. 

The motorcyclist, 60-year-old Da¬ 
vid Pokora, of Highfield Drive, Lit¬ 
tleport, died at the scene. 

Becsei, from Retszilas in Hungary, 
admitted causing death by danger¬ 
ous driving when he appeared at 
Cambridge Crown Court and was 
jailed for almost three years. 

He heard through a Hungarian 
interpreter how other drivers had 
tried to warn him before the fatal 
accident, flashing their car lights. 

“Slow” signs on the tarmac, which 
would have appeared upside-down, 
should also have made it obvious he 
was travelling the wrong way. 

Marti Blair, prosecuting, said: “A 
witness saw the lorry pull out of a 


farm and noticed the driver had 
taken up the whole road. 

“The driver then continued to 
drive on the wrong side of the road. 

“Initially, she thought it was 
strange and that the driver was just 
taking his time pulling over. Then 
she became concerned and started 
flashing the lorry.” 

The court heard how Becsei con¬ 
tinued on the wrong side until 
abruptly slamming on the brakes 
and swerving back onto the correct 
side at the point of impact with Mr 
Pokora’s motorcycle. 

Miss Blair said Becsei attempted 
to help at the scene and made a full 
admission to the police when they 
arrived. He did not know why he 
had been on the wrong side of the 
road and said that he had simply be¬ 
come “confused”. 

Becsei, who has been driving 
since 1979 - almost 40 years - has a 
full clean driving licence and had no 
previous convictions, either in the 
UK or Hungary. 

Tests showed he had not been 
drinking and was not under the 
influence of drugs. Analysis of his 
phone showed it had not been in 


use at the time of the crash. 

Mark Shelley, defending, said Bec¬ 
sei, who has a wife and three chil¬ 
dren back in Hungary, had pleaded 
guilty at the earliest possible op¬ 
portunity, and showed extreme re¬ 
morse for what had happened. 

Judge Gareth Hawkesworth sen¬ 
tenced Becsei to 32 months in pris¬ 
on, saying he would serve half of it 
in custody. 

Becsei will also be disqualified 
from driving for 31 months and will 
need to reapply for his driving li¬ 
cence before driving in the UK. He 
also faces automatic deportation to 
a prison in Hungary. 

Judge Hawkesworth said: “It is a 
real tragedy, but you must under¬ 
stand that your course of driving 
must indicate that your mind was 
not on the job for quite a long time. 
It was as a result of this that you 
met your victim head-on on a blind 
bend. 

“Nothing I can say or do can bring 
him back but, equally, I know noth¬ 
ing I can say or do can prevent you 
going over these circumstances in 
your mind, probably for the rest of 
your life.”

New fleet of trains 
are ‘too crowded’ 


A COMMUTER who travels to London 
every day during the working week has 
slated Great Northern’s state-of-the-art 
new fleet of trains. 

It is just over a month since the rail 
operator launched the new services, 
promoted as providing modern facili¬ 
ties for people with disabilities, air con¬ 
ditioning, power points, and, “coming 
very soon” free on-board Wi-Fi. 

Yet customers are less than happy. 
Among them is Dr Isabel Divanna, 37, 
who describes the new London-bound 
trains as “horrible”. 

Among her gripes include broken air- 
con, having to stand due to 17 per cent 
less seating, being unable to use toilet 
facilities due to a non-functioning lock¬ 
ing mechanism and missing toilet seat 
and toilet paper. 

On one journey Isabel, who pays 
£4,800 a year in fares, encountered an 
out of order seat without a cover and 
wrapped in cellophane. 

“Can someone please do a story on 
the horrible new trains we London 
commuters have had to endure for the 
past month?” 

“They sit less people and - well - are 
certainly not well maintained,” she 
added, including some photographs of 
some problem areas. 

She continued: “Daily commuters

like myself require a reliable, comfort¬ 
able daily commute. 

“The change in carriages since the 
opening of Cambridge North has not 
been welcome. It’s a nightmare, now 
I have to stand all the time. Morning 
trains are now crowded, afternoon 
trains likewise. 

“Instead of allowing passengers to 
use first-class seats, staff shoo them 
away, insisting instead that they 
stand, even when four or 
five more stops are still 
forthcoming.” 

Meanwhile Great 
Northern say it has 
had a great response 
to its new fleet which 
serves the new Cam¬ 
bridge North station. 

A spokesman for the 
rail operator said: “We’ve 
had really good feedback 
about our new trains which 
have given our Great Northern passen¬ 
gers the first-ever air conditioning on 
this route. 

“We would never put a train into ser¬ 
vice with a seat in this condition and it 


seems likely the chair was vandalised in 
service.” 

“There are 46 fewer seats (225 vs 
271) on the new train compared to the 
22-year-old Class 365s they are replac¬ 
ing. 

“This is because the new trains are 
built to be safer for passengers with the 
seats positioned further away from the 
bulkhead ends, meeting updated crash- 
worthiness standards.” 

When asked about the broken lock 
mechanism he said he would speak to 
one of the train technicians to confirm 
e was a fault. 

Isabel said: “Given the reduc¬ 
tion in the number of seats, 
surely additional train car¬ 
riages should be added so 
that the safer, more mod¬ 
ern carriages do not mean, 
by default, that more com¬ 
muters will have to stand. 
“Given that our fare has 
not been reduced - indeed, 
rail prices have gone up in 
january 2017 - it hardly seems 
to be improved value for money.” 

The rail operator says it will be intro¬ 
ducing 3,000 seats in 2018, with a new 
Thameslink service from Cambridge to 
London during peak times providing 
extra services and longer trains.

New retail and office 
plans for Angel Drove 


FRESH plans have been sub¬ 
mitted to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council for the develop¬ 
ment of a new retail and office 
block in Angel Drove. 

The phased development 
would see a supermarket, home 
store space and office spaces. 

Plans for a hotel, which al¬ 
ready has permission, are in the 
pipeline for phase two. 

It comes after the develop¬ 
ment of a Tesco on the site fell 
through in 2014, when the retail 
giant’s investment plans took a 
hit. 

This time, developers hope a 
supermarket such as Lidl may 
opt to take up residence, as well 
as a B&M Bargains. 

David Henry, of Savills, is in¬ 
volved in preparing the planning 
and retail assessment for the 
scheme on behalf of Healy In¬ 
vestments, which owns the site. 

He said: “Everything has been 
hinging on the bypass open¬ 
ing and, now that is happening, 
there is a lot of activity there. 

“The bypass is a sea change 
in terms of how people perceive 
that end of town and, therefore,

there’s a lot more confidence 
now in being able to bring for¬ 
ward these exciting proposals. 

“It is a mixed-use scheme 
which has some retail and em¬ 
ployment uses in it. The retail 
will be to the frontage of Angel 
Drove and the employment to 
the back, where they are build¬ 
ing the bypass at the moment. 
The idea is that it will be a super¬ 
market and a home store and, in 
due course, the rest of the site 
will develop. 

“It would be nice to be able 
to bring forward a hotel on site, 
but the developers can’t promise 
that until such times that an op¬ 
erator is able to do so.” 

A few years ago, Tesco’s invest¬ 
ment plans went into reverse, 
and it pulled out of the deal to 
move from the station gateway 
site. 

A spokeswoman for East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council con¬ 
firmed developers had included

a masterplan which showed the 
other section of the site which 
had previously been granted 
permission for a hotel. 

She confirmed the “hybrid 
planning application” consist¬ 
ed of a detailed scheme for a 
food retail store and an outline 
scheme for a number of office 
buildings. 

The application will be going 
to the authority’s planning com¬ 
mittee later in the year but, at 
present, the date is unknown. 

Meanwhile, Ely Parish Council 
strongly approves of plans for a 
hotel in phase two of the devel¬ 
opment. 


A statement from the City of 
Ely Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee, dated fune 21, said: “We feel 
very strongly that this site must 
have a hotel included within 
Phase 2. 

“A condition of approval must 
be that there is a Section 106 
agreement, which includes an 
allocation of money that will go 
towards mitigating any adverse 
impact on retail within the city 
centre.”

"RCAT will be informing scrap metal yards 
and recycling centres that anyone weighing 
in batteries painted pink must have specific 
proof of ownership. 

"Support the campaign by painting your 
batteries pink."

Flats plan branded as ‘bland’ 
wins approval from council

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ELY’S council has approved plans 
for a four-storey flat block in the 
Market Place, on the condition that 
developers make the designs “more 
attractive”. 

Designs for the four-storey block, 
two storeys taller than the present 
60s structure, have been slated as 
“bland” by the council during con¬ 
sultations on the plan. 

However, the majority of the City 
of Ely Council said they were in fa¬ 
vour of the development to replace 
the current “eyesore” that exists on 
the Market Place. 

While the height of the new 
building, which some residents fear 
would block views of Ely Cathedral, 
was deemed acceptable, the plans 
for the facade of the building were 
blasted as “boring”. 

A spokeswoman for City of Ely 
Council said: “The Council under¬ 
stands the commercial needs for a 
building of the proposed height. We 
feel the [glass fronted] design of the 
top floor makes this more accept¬ 
able. 


“We are very concerned about 
the blandness of this building and 
are pleased to note that amend¬ 
ments have been requested by the 
planning department to rectify 


this image.” 

She said: “This could also be al¬ 
leviated by tasteful artwork or fea¬ 
tures, such as a clock. We look for¬ 
ward to seeing the plans.” 


They expressed concerns about 
the management and storage of re¬ 
fuse as there was no allocated bin 
area included in the application. 

There was also concern about 


the lack of information about the 
potential renovation of the exist¬ 
ing shops allocated below the pro¬ 
posed flat block. 

Developers Baker Street Proper¬ 
ties say they have consulted English 
Heritage, local conservation offic¬ 
ers and held three public consulta¬ 
tions prior to and during the design 
process. 

The proposed Market Place de¬ 
velopment would see 12 new apart¬ 
ments formed in two additional 
storeys over the existing two-storey 
building, including building over 
the yard and improving the existing 
facade. 

The revised design proposals 
will be discussed at the East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council plan¬ 
ning meeting later in the year. 

Mayor Richard Hobbs, who 
chairs the planning committee at 
Ely City Council, said: “By majority 
the City Council support the height 
and they support the building in 
principal, but do look for some¬ 
thing less ‘bland’ in its design.” 

Comments can still be made on 
the planning proposal for the block 
which is out for public consultation 
until July 11.

News backs organ 
donation campaign 


THE News is backing a Daily 
Mirror campaign to change 
the law so people must opt 
out of donating their organs 
rather than opt in. 

The national newspaper’s 
campaign would see or¬ 
gan donation laws in Eng¬ 
land and Northern Ireland 
brought into line with the 
rest of the UK. 

Doctors believe the 
change in the law could re¬ 
sult in thousands of lives be¬ 
ing saved. 

The Welsh government 
passed legislation that came 
into force in 2015, which 
made “presumed consent” 
for organ donation the 
norm. 

The Scottish government 
announced its intention to 
introduce a similar system. 

The Mirror started an e- 
petition to help patients, 
such as nine-year-old Max 
Johnson, who needs a heart 
transplant after a mechani¬ 
cal pump was temporarily 
fitted inside his chest to keep 
him alive. 

Max’s parents Emma and

Paul are waiting for a donor 
to give their son the trans¬ 
plant he needs to survive. 

John Forsythe is medical 
director for organ donation 
at NHS Blood and Trans¬ 
plant. 

He said: “We really hope 
Max receives a trans¬ 
plant soon, and we 
thank Emma and 
Paul for urging 
people to join 
the NHS Organ 
Donor Register. 

“On the day 
the Mirror fea¬ 
tured Max’s story, 
more people joined 
the NHS Organ Donor 
Register online than on any 
other day during June. 

“Across the UK, there are 
about 6,400 people in need 
of an organ transplant, in¬ 
cluding Max. 

“Organ donation saves 
lives, and it only takes two 
minutes to join the NHS Or¬ 
gan Donor Register. Please 


also talk to your family 
about your choice.” 

Labour leader Jeremy Cor- 
byn provided his support, 
telling the Mirror he “whole¬ 
heartedly” backed the cam¬ 
paign. 

He said:“Every day people 
are dying or suffering pain 
and stress while waiting for 
life-saving transplants. 

“The delay and 
shortage of donors 
could be dramati¬ 
cally altered if we 
made this sim¬ 
ple, but signifi¬ 
cant, change to 
the way people 
are registered as 
donors.” 

The system in 
Wales is known as a ‘soft 
opt-out’, meaning you are 
not forced to donate your 
organs. 

If someone says nothing 
about whether they are will¬ 
ing or not to donate, their 
consent is presumed. 

However, if someone does 
not want to be a donor, they 
can opt out.

31 July: Tax payment 
deadline looming

There are lots of things to look forward 
to this time of year. Sunny weather 
provides the chance to dust off the 
barbeque or work on your suntan. 
There’s the Wimbledon tennis on the 
telly, a plethora of music festivals and 
various local fairs and celebrations to 
enjoy with family and friends. 

It’s unlikely that tax is very high on 
your list of priorities but, for some 
taxpayers, there may be an incentive 
to get your tax affairs up to date earlier 
than usual. 

There were a number of tax changes 
that kicked in from April 2016, 
affecting landlords, shareholders and 
those receiving bank interest (among 
others). These changes will result in 
some taxpayers overpaying tax for the 
2016/17 tax year, and so getting your 
tax return in early means that you can 
recover any tax overpaid from HMRC. 

Others may not be able to complete 
their tax return until later in the year. 
Nevertheless, for those required to 
make payments on account who are 
anticipating a drop in their tax liability 
for 2016/17, a claim can be made to 
reduce the payment becoming due 31 
July 2017. This might apply to those 
that have seen a drop in their income, 
or those that have paid a large one-off 
business expense. 

The claim to reduce payments on 
account can be made using HMRC form 
SA303, available from HMRC’s website.

heavy bottomed 
pan and sweat the 
garlic and 
rosemary on a low 
heat for two 
minutes without 
colouring.

They are marldng the 21st 
birthday with a new menu and 
rotating special "retro" dishes 
hand-picked by Raymond 
showcasing the best creations 
over the years. 

He says: "I am very much 
looking forward to raising a glass 
or two for the next 21 years.”

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IF YOU'RE new to this corner of 
your daily read I thought I'd set 
down the parameters before you 
go any further. In just over 500 
words I bring you five drinks. It 
might be a small space but I bring 
you value. To start, here are a 
white, a red and a pink. 

■ A white: I nipped into Tesco 
and looked for a simple bottle of 
white after a very complicated 
day which had lots of "blimeys" 
in it. I walked out with Tesco 
Finest Cotes De Gascogne 
(£6.50,11% abv) because I 
saw the grapes colombard and 
gros manseng on the front and I 
know they create fresh but 
perfumed white wines. It has 
aromas of lime and grapefruit 
and those fruits are reflected 

in the zippy zing flavours. 

■ A red: Well this is a cheap

Barefoot Wine's Shiraz

the mouth too along with a ^ 
fleck of spice. I cooked cottage 
pie on a wet summer's night 
and my wine and my pie were 
a couple of High Five pals. 

A pink: Mrs Wigley is flirty 



and flighty. Mrs Wigley is 


Wirra Wirra Mrs Wigley Moscato 
2016 (RRP £11.75 Ocado, 50cl, 
4.5% abv). This Australian lady 
(well, she's actually a cat in the 
winery) is so refreshing you could 
pop her on a stick and be happy 
with her as an ice lolly. She is 
made from grapey, floral, 
sweet moscato and unusually 
you flip a cap top (like beer) 
to pour this delicious sweet 
sparkling nectar. Chill it really 
well then pour as a sunshine 
refresher. 

■ Also in my glass... This 
w time last year I shared news 
of a new gin, Spitfire Heritage 
Gin, in an exclusive "look out for 
this'' kind of way just before it 
went on sale in Wine Rack. I 
mention it again because two 
things have happened. 


Number 1 Thing: Spitfire's 
distillers have now brought 
out a new vodka - 
Supermarine Vodka (RRP 
£45, spitfireheritage 
distillers.com) which is 
named after the company 
that created the Spitfire. 

The vodka - which is the 
base of the gin before the 
botanicals are added - is getting 
rave reviews. My exclusive 
tasting revealed a vodka which is 
soft, lusciously creamy, rich, 
balanced and laced with vanilla. I 
sipped on its own with chunks of 
ice. You don't need anything else. 

Number 2 Thing: Spitfire 
Heritage Gin (RRP £45 from 
Wine Rack - and now Harrods) 
supports the Spitfire Heritage 
Trust and I was invited to a 
cross-country Armed Forces Day 


toast as tribute to our 
servicemen and women. 

The toast began at the 
36th floor of the Panoramic 
restaurant in Liverpool, 
then rolled down to Marco 
Pierre White's Steakhouse 
and Bar in Birmingham and 
was topped off at the Coca 
Cola London Eye. 

Across the country people 
raised a glass of Spitfire gin and 
we were lucky enough to enjoy a 
gin cocktail (or two). The gin uses 
botanicals as tribute to wartime 
pilots; borage (for courage), 
rosemary (for remembrance), 
English rose petals (for the 
flowers of Britain who flew so 
bravely) and blood orange.

Itsp rum (optional) 

For the creme Chantilly: 

284ml carton double cream 
Itbsp caster sugar 
Seeds from 1 vanilla pod 

METHOD 

1. To make the compote, mix 
the rhubarb with the sugar 
and leave to marinade in a 
single layer in an ovenproof 
dish while you make the 
pastry. 

2. Place the softened butter 
and sugar in the bowl of a 
food processor and pulse 
until fully combined. Add the 
egg yolks and pulse again 
until fully incorporated. Add 


the flour and salt and 
pulse quickly until all the 
flour has been 
incorporated into the 
butter, sugar and yolk 
mixture and it has a 
uniform colour and 
texture. Remove from the 
food processor and bring 
the pastry together with 
your hands. Cover with 
cling film and chill for at 
least 30 mins before using. 

3. Roll out the pastry on a 
surface lightly dusted with 
flour so that it is about 5mm 
thick and arrange the tart 
tins on top. Cut out the pastry 
a little larger than the tins 
(you may need to re-roll the 
trimmings to make the sixth 
tart case) then press the 
pastry into the tins and up 
the sides, trimming the top a 
little above the edge. Prick 
the bases with a fork and 
chill until cold and firm. 

4. Meanwhile, preheat the 
oven to 140°C. Cover the dish 
of rhubarb with foil and bake 
for 14 minutes. To cook the 
pastry, turn the oven up to 
190°C. Line the tart cases 
with baking paper and fill 
with baking beans, pasta or 
rice. Bake for 10 minutes, or

until there are no under¬ 
cooked grey patches, and 
remove the paper and beans. 
Return the empty tart shells 
to the oven for five to six 
minutes until the pastry is 
dry and sandy to the touch 
but not coloured. 

5. Leave the tart cases to cool 
for a minute, then release 
them from the tins while 
they are still warm (or they 
will stick as they cool down), 
being very gentle as they are 
delicate. Transfer to a wire 
rack and leave to cool 
completely. 

6. Next, make the filling. Beat 
the butter and sugar together 
until light and fluffy and then 
gradually beat in the eggs. 

Stir in ground almonds and 


rum (if using) until smooth. 

7. Turn the oven down to 
175°C. Divide the filling 
mixture between the tart 
cases and place a bit of 
rhubarb compote in the 
middle of each tart. Arrange 
raspberries around it. Return 
the tarts to the oven for 
another 15-20 minutes or 
until golden. While the tarts 
are cooking, make the 
Chantilly cream by whipping 
all the ingredients together 
to soft peaks. 

8. To serve, place a tart in the 
middle of each plate and 
spoon the remaining 
rhubarb compote around it. 
Dust with icing sugar and 
place a spoonful of Chantilly 
cream on top of each tart.

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go.... 


4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


Q Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

d Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

Q Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

Q Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one.

A new book aims to 


shed light on a young 
woman's unsolved 


murder. WARREN 


MANGER reports 


T HE water glints like 
bottle-green glass as 
dragonflies dance across 
the surface, but it hides a 
deadly secret. This quiet 
stretch of the Grand Union Canal 
could hold the key to cracking a 
case that has mystified police and 
historians for nearly a century. 

Annie Bella Wright, Bella to her 
friends, was found dead in a lonely 
lane outside Leicester on July 5, 
1919. 

The 21-year-old factory worker 
had been shot in the head, leaving 
a bullet hole below her left eye. 

Beside her lay the bicycle she 
was riding when she left her 
uncle's house in the village of 
Gaulby, seven miles east 
of Leicester, shortly 
before 9pm. 

A trail of bloody bird 
tracks led from Bella's 
body to a nearby gate. In 
the meadow beyond, a 
crow lay dead and the 
long grass was freshly 
flattened into a path 
leading to the distant 
cornfields. Author Antony 
Brown, whose new book 
The Green Bicycle Mystery 
analyses the different theories 
about the case, says: "It feels like a 
Sherlock Holmes mystery. You 
could almost imagine him 
standing at the crime scene 
examining the evidence as the last 
of the evening light faded. 

"It's a very puzzling case. Deaths 
like this can cast a shadow over a 
family for generations, so I wanted 
to try to find out what happened to 
her so there was finally some 
closure.'' 

The bullet, just a few feet from 
Bella's head, was only found the 
next day. With no scientific 
evidence to call upon back then, 
local bobby Alfred Hall and 
colleagues had to construct a case 
by tracing the victim's last known 
movements on the day she died. 

Bella, who worked at a local tyre 
factory covering the shortage of 
men due to the First World War, 
rose late after the evening shift. 

She finished writing a letter to 
her boyfriend Archie Ward - 
stationed aboard HMS Diadem in 
Portsmouth, waiting to be 
demobbed - said goodbye to her 
mother and rode to the post office. 

Meeting the postmistress en 
route, she handed over the letter 
then made for her uncle's house. 
Bella picked up an unlikely 
travelling companion, a small, 
unshaven man with a squeaky 
voice. He showed up again as she 
was leaving and offered to 
accompany her. 

Bella insisted he was a stranger 
she had met on the road, but 
relatives suspected otherwise. Her 
uncle George Measures claimed 
the man used Bella's name and 
her cousin Agnes said they 
seemed familiar. 


killing Bella while collecting his 
belongings from the police station 
three days after his trial. This 
"signed confession'' was 
supposedly locked in a safe there 
and seen by several officers. 

Light allegedly said he and Bella 
were riding home when he agreed 
to show her his revolver, hidden in 
his coat pocket. Not realising it 
was loaded, he took it out but as 
he handed the gun to Bella it went 
off. An alternative theory is he 
took the gun out without telling 
Bella, to impress her, but it 
snagged on his pocket and fired. 

Either way he supposedly 
admitted to running off in a panic, 
then throwing his revolver and 
another handgun into the canal at 
a quiet spot near his home. 

Several weeks later he smuggled 
his holster and green bicycle out 
of his mum's home and dumped 
them further along the canal. 

Antony has reproduced much of 
the evidence he discovered - 
including the document from the 
police safe and PC Hall's memoirs. 

He says: "The police did their 
best to find the gun that killed 
Bella, but didn't know where to 
look. They never saw the 
documents I've seen. That is why I 
believe the revolver might have 
been thrown into the canal at a 
dark spot more than a mile away 
from where the bicycle was found. 

"Trying to find those guns after 
nearly 100 years is like looking for 
a needle in a haystack, but it 
would be a sensational discovery.'' 


The family were able to give 
police one more vital detail. The 
man rode a distinctive pea-green 
bicycle. 

Seven months later, the frame of 
an identical bike was found in the 
canal in Leicester. The 
identification number was filed 
off, but an expert 
reconstructed it and 
traced it to a 
shopkeeper in Derby, 
who said he sold the 
bike to former soldier 
Ronald Light, 34, sent 
home from the front 
line with hearing loss 
and shell shock. 

Light denied 
owning a green bike, 
then backtracked, 
insisting he sold it to 
an anonymous buyer. 

Canal dredgers found a brown 
leather army holster. There was no 
revolver inside, but it was filled 
with the same .455 calibre bullets 
as the one found near Bella. 

Light was charged with murder. 
At trial the prosecution claimed 
she rejected his advances and 
tried to get away, but he caught 
up. In a fit of rage he allegedly 
knocked Bella to the ground, 
pulled out his service revolver and 
shot her. If the bullet was fired 
down into the road, that explained 
why it was found close by, the 
prosecution claimed. 

When Light took the stand he 
admitted owning the bicycle, 
meeting Bella on the road and 


even throwing the holster into the 
River Soar as he feared being 
accused by the police. But he 
denied killing Bella. 

Light was acquitted in June 1920 
after his defence barrister Sir 
Edward Marshall Hall, regarded by 
many as the best, raised doubts 
about much of the 
evidence. 

Light changed his 
name, moved to 
Kent and married a 
widow. He died in 
1975 aged 89. With 
no other leads the 
case grew cold, 
though a series of 
amateur sleuths 
have tried to 
investigate it. 

The "shooting 
crows'' theory 
proved particularly popular. 

First published by Trueman 
Humphries in The Strand 
Magazine in 1922, it accepted 
Light was innocent. The fields 
outside Leicester were popular for 
rooking - shooting birds. 
Humphries claimed Bella may 
have been accidentally shot by 
youths shooting a crow on the 
gate, explaining the bloody bird 
tracks and dead crow. 

Experts believe it would have 
been possible for a boy lying in the 
meadow to shoot a crow on the 
gate at such an angle that the 
bullet subsequently hit Bella. 

Years later, rumours began to 
circulate that Light admitted to

According to holidaymakers, the 
second biggest perceived rip-off 
was the high cost of excursions 

- a budget-buster for more than a 
guarter of the parents surveyed 
(27%). 

More than one-in-five were 
frustrated by how much it cost to 
get around in taxis and on buses,

Bringing 

the Avatar 

world to life 

DAVID BENTLEY takes a trip that is, quite 
literally, out of this world - to sci-fi planet Pandora 


T AKING a trip to the world in 
James Cameron's Avatar 
blockbuster would normally 
be quite a challenge. 

Not only because it’s 4.4 
light years from Earth - that's 25 
trillion miles - but also because it’s a 
fictional creation of the filmmaker 
and his visual effects team. 

But now Disney’s magic and 
Cameron's imagination have come 
together to bring the impossible to 
life. 

The result is Pandora - The World 
of Avatar, a brand new attraction at 
Disney's Animal Kingdom Theme 
Park, part of the Walt Disney World 
Resort in Florida. 

We were invited to be among the 
first to see this new £400 million 
experience based on the alien moon 
in the 2009 movie. 

Disney licensed the theme park 
rights from Cameron and 20th 
Century Fox in 2011 and began 
construction in January 2014 on a 
site then occupied by Camp 
Minnie-Mickey. 

At the grand unveiling, Cameron 
appeared with the Avatar cast, 
telling us: "I never thought I'd see 
the day when the Pandora I 
imagined could be made physically 
real. Working with Disney to bring 
this world to life has been an 
amazing experience. It really feels 
like you're stepping into a dream.” 

Then it was time to see it for 
ourselves. The 12-acre site has lush 
gardens where cleverly crafted 
Pandoran plants mingle with 
familiar earthly flora. 

There's a rainforest chorus of 
chirrups and cries and the Floating 
Mountains of the movie loom 
incredibly before your eyes, clad in 
jungle flora and laced with tumbling 
waterfalls. 

Fantasy and reality merge, the real 
and the artificial co-exist - it’s all 
part of an immersive adventure. 

Officials stationed around the 
gardens stay in character as 
scientists who now live on Pandora 
and can tell you all about the 
landscape and its wildlife. 

In the movie, human visitors to 
Pandora are each linked to their own 
avatar - an artificial body grown in a 
tank to resemble one of the native 
people, the 10ft tall, blue-skinned 



i m 


Na'vi. They are then able to ride 
dragon-like flying creatures known 
as banshees. 

This idea is central to the attrac¬ 
tion's thrill ride, Flight of Passage. To 
go on it, we went inside one of the 
mountains, strolled past a lab 
showcasing the bizarre science of 
Pandora and were then matched 
with our own avatars. 

We mounted our seats and put on 
3D glasses. And then we were off, 
flying on our very own banshee. The 
motion simulator ride plummeted, 
swooped, swerved and soared 
across the Pandoran landscape of 
dense jungle, deep canyons, rocky 
shores and glowing caves. 

Heart-racing moments with 
colossal sea-beasts and a giant wave 
may give some glimpse of what 
Cameron has in store in the 
first of his Avatar sequels, 
due in 2020, where he 
has promised to explore 
the oceans of this 
world. 

Wind and spray on 
your face, the smells of 
earth and sea, and the 
sensation of the ban¬ 
shee's breathing between 
your knees all help to create 
what must be Disney's best 
ride yet. 

It's not dissimilar to Star Wars: The 
Adventures Continue, a 3D ride at 
Disney's Hollywood Studios, but 
Flight of Passage is more surprising, 
like your very first trip to a spectacu¬ 
lar new planet, as well as more 
cutting edge. 

Intense, exhilarating and beauti¬ 
fully detailed, it’s a technological 
feat as well as a visual feast. 

Pandora's other ride is the far 
gentler Na'vi River Journey, a boat 
trip through a cave where you see 
bioluminescent plants and animals 
lit up in the dark and meet the 



Shaman of Songs, a Na’vi high 
priestess who is Disney's most 
advanced animatronic to date. 

The whole attraction can be 
experienced at night, when you can 
stroll through the luminous 
landscape or get the adrenalin 
racing again with another go on the 
Flight of Passage. A gift shop, 
restaurant and drinks kiosk can also 
be found on the Pandora site. 

There's ample chance for repeat 
rides as the attraction is open from 
8am to 11pm. For those staying at 
select Disney hotels, it’s accessible 
as late as lam until July 4. 

Going there early or late is 
an ideal way to avoid 
queues and there's also a 
FastPass-i- service which 
enables you to book a 
slot way in advance. 

After a day or more at 
Pandora, you might 
need to come back to 
Earth for a breather - but 
the experience may still be 
exotic. 

We were staying at 
Disney's Animal Kingdom Lodge, a 
safari-themed hotel with its own 
pool, gift shop, restaurant, children’s 
clubhouse (where you can leave the 
kids supervised for the evening) and 
more than 30 species of African 
wildlife wandering the grounds. 

From my balcony, I had a close 
view of giraffes, zebras, ostriches, 
antelope - and some red river hogs 
foraging in the ground after a 
tropical downpour. 

We made our own splash at 
Typhoon Lagoon, a Disney water 
park that actor Alan Cumming hired 
for his 50th birthday bash in 2015. 



There are aquatic slides and rides, a 
'lazy river’ to drift along on an inner 
tube and the fun of the wave pool. 
But you can just sunbathe on the 
sand or sip cocktails in a cabana if 
you fancy a more relaxed day before 
enjoying more sparkle and specta¬ 
cle. 

Going on to Disney’s Magic 
Kingdom, we sampled attractions 
such as Haunted Mansion, Pirates of 
the Caribbean (the river boat ride 
that inspired the film franchise) and 
the rollercoasters Seven Dwarfs 
Mine Train and Big Thunder 
Mountain. 

Buzz Lightyear's Space Ranger 
Spin unleashes your inner child in a 
shooting-gallery game where you 
score points using a laser cannon, 
and Mickey's PhilharMagic is a 
12-minute 4D movie show with 
eye-popping animated visuals 
leaping right out into the audience. 

No visit to the Magic Kingdom 
would be complete without posing 
for a photo at Cinderella's Castle, the 
legendary landmark of the Disney 
company. We returned at night to 
see Happily Ever After, a show 
featuring fireworks, projections and 
an audio-visual medley of Disney 
cartoon classics including The Little 
Mermaid, The Lion King, Frozen and 
many more. 

It delivered the perfect grand 
finale for a day out. But there's 
plenty more excitement to be 
discovered. The next day we were off 
to Disney's Hollywood Studios, once 
a film and TV production studio but 
now a full-blown theme park. 

Some rides - Rock N Roller 
Coaster Starring Aerosmith and 
Twilight Zone Tower of Terror - offer

The Arona is the first 
baby crossover from the 
Volkswagen stable and it 
will be on the road by the 
middle of November. 

Styled in similar vein to 
SEAT'S popular Ateca SUV 
launched last year, the new 
model is another which 
brings off-roader looks to 
the small car scene. 

Sharp body lines, scuff 
plates front and rear and 
body protection around 
the wheel arches and sills 
have the desired effect but 
the Arona is two wheel 
drive only - albeit with a 
good amount of ground 
clearance.

Beats audio system will 
be an option, as will blind 
spot monitors and rear 
traffic sensors. 

Five engines, three 


petrol and two diesels will 
be available in the Arona 
including the VW Group's 
new 1.5-litre 150PS 
turbo Evo engine which 
will be featured in sporty 
FR versions alongside 
a choice of manual or 
semi-automatic DSG 
transmissions. 

The Arona will have 
its public debut at the 
Frankfurt Motor Show 
in September and 
prices - expected to start 
around £14,000 - will be 
announced around then.

Mynott could even afford a dropped 


shot at the last as he finished with a 
five-under-par 67 to win by a stroke 
from Steve Cipa (South Essex Golf 
Centre). 

He added: “I don’t think I’ve had five 
birdies on the trot in a competition be¬ 
fore. 

“I’m pleased to win again after my first 
one at Rayleigh (in September 2015).
